The Des Moines County Board of Supervisors met in regular session at the Court House in Burlington at 9 

AM on Tuesday, August 18
th

, 2015, with Jim Cary, Tom Broeker and Bob Beck present.       

  

Unless otherwise noted, all motions passed unanimously.   

 

Meet with Department Heads:  County Engineer Brian Carter stated that he was sending out bids on several 

projects and predicted that his department was going to have a very busy fall.  Conservation Director Chris Lee 

stated that his interns were returning to school and projects are winding down.  DCS Ken Hyndman reported that the 

State of Iowa has awarded the bid to administer the Medicaid program to private companies.  DHS had previously 

administered Medicaid.  Chief Deputy Jeff White reported that the assessment of two-way radio infrastructure that is 

used by all law enforcement jurisdictions in the County was completed last May. The next phase of the radio 

upgrade includes evaluating various radio models for both mobile units and hand held units.  A request for proposal 

will be sent out in the next few weeks. The Burlington Police Department and the Sheriff’s Office are hopeful the 

project can be completed this calendar year.  

 

The following correspondence was received: letter from Iowa Economic Development acknowledging 

completion of the GE project; letter from Hope Haven expressing intent to renew their leases for Cottonwood RCF 

and the crisis stabilization center; and notice from the local NAACP Chapter of a program regarding race relations.  

That program will be held on August 20
th

 at 6 PM at the Burlington Library.  The public is invited to attend.             

 

Accounts Payable claims in the amount of $226,859.32 were approved upon motion by Beck and second by 

Broeker.      

 

Brian Carter presented a Memorandum of Understanding with the City of Mediapolis for Paving Project 

STP-S-CO29(77)5E—29.  Construction will begin next year on resurfacing Mediapolis Road east of town including 

part of Highway 99.  The project will be paid with Federal funds, Farm to Market funds and local money and will 

cost over $3 million.  Carter stated that the City will reimburse his department for the part of Mediapolis Road 

within city limits.  Broeker moved to approve.  Seconded by Beck.    

 

Broeker moved to approve a letter of agreement with Expense Reduction Services to evaluate the county’s 

expenditures to see if any cost savings can be found.  Seconded by Beck.   

 

The 2014 Homestead Tax Credits and Military Tax Exemptions were approved upon motion made by Beck 

and seconded by Broeker.  These credits are for real estate taxes payable 2015 / 2016.  

 

A fireworks permit for the Anderson Family Reunion and Birthday Party was approved upon motion made 

by Broeker and seconded by Beck.     

 

At County Conservation, Tanner Grimm will continue working until October 30
th

, 2015.  Grimm was a 

summer intern and is paid $9.00 per hour.  Beck moved to approve.  Broeker seconded.

Future agenda items: Kristen Cramer, Transition Coordinator, explained the Jail Diversion program.  She 

and DCS Ken Hyndman are asking the Board to sign a Resolution in support of the Crisis Stabilization Center.  The 

resolution will be on next week’s agenda.   



 

During committee reports, Broeker had attended a meeting of the SEIL Governance Board.  Beck attended 

a Highway 61 Coalition meeting.  Cary attended a RUSS meeting.  He reported that Washington, Mahaska and 

Wapello counties have paid their delinquent membership fees.  RUSS will now continue with the remaining seven 

counties.
